Although this deapatch had 
been then in his hands for say nine 
months, and he go well knew that it waa 
a document which . effectually crushed 
the hopes of the. party which had been 
led by the R. ©. Bishop and himeelf, he 
quietly draws a conclusion from it which 
is nothing more than either a gross 
misconception or a strange misrepre- 
sentation. Residents rub their eyes, 
and ask why they should be thus 
treated, seeing that they are intelligent, 
sane men, But the inevitable conclusion 
is forced upon them, that a great poli- 
ticlan is here, a mighty administrator, 
who missing the points of, true govern- 
ment seeke in his own amall sphere to 
ape the political antics of some public 
men. at. home who prate about the 
extension of the “chemical” trade of 
the United Kingdom and think that the 
world believes them. If, however, we 
cannot congratulate the Colohy upon the

THE DEGRADATION OF CHUNG HOW: GREAT 
ORISIS : DISSENSION INTHE 
NEL KOH; &o, 


Tho Pokirig correspondent of the N. 0, 
D, News writes, Jan. 7th :-— 
The all-absorbing topic of conversa‘lon 
here just now is the degradation of Ch’ung 
How. The ostensible motive of this step 
fs to punish him for having returned from 
St. Petersburg without waiting for bis 
recall; but ft is said really to Indicate the 
disvatisfaction of the Empresses and of a 
seclion of the Government with the terms 
of the treaty he has made, Any attempt, 
however, on the part of Obina to. upsot the 
agreement come to bythe Ambassador would 
have a very serious effect, and might load 
to a grave misunderstanding with Ruasia. 
It fa a noteworthy: fact’ that tho Com. 
mittes appointed to inveatizate the ‘affair 
does not include any member of the ‘Tsung. 
li Yaméo as such, There are natives: who 
surmise that Ch’ung How hss been. the 
object of complaint to the Emporor on 
|the part of Iso Tsung-tang; that tho 
Taung-li Yaméa were by no means averse 
to his troaty being ratified, but that the 
influence of the Empresses and their party 
proving too strong the affair has been 
relegated to a higher and more powerful 
tribunal.

lam sorry to say thitTam unable to put 
my school under Government Inspection,’ 
and thus claim the prouniary suppor: (un- 
der the Grauts-in-<id Soheme) which I 
really very muoh- need. I cannot con- 
scientiously give secular instraction only for 
the required number of hours'per day, nor 
can 1 omit the Bible and the Prayer Book 
from my Time Table. 

‘I-have determined to charge each boy a 
feo of $2, but, of course, the sum total 
arising from such a charge will be quite 
inadequate to defray the expenses of the 
School The School fees will probably 
amouut to about $45 per mensem, but even 
under the present favourable ciroumatances, 
when I am giving my personal s -perin- 
tendence to the School, aud helping con- 
siderably in the class work, I have been 
obliged to involve myself in a charge for 
mastcra of $88 per mensem. I calculate 
that the School will cost quite £300 per 
annum, I ought to say that the outlay, in 
commencing this School, for books, desks, 
forms, &c., bas been great, falling but litle 
short of $250. Of course, this account 
would be,considerably increased but for the 
fact that 1 give three rooms in my honse— 
whiob is the Chaplaincy only in the sense 
that I live here, and not because it is a 
residence provided for the Chaplain, wholly 
or'in part, by either the Goverament or the 
Community—for the purposes of the School... 
Under these circumstances I need hardly 
say that I should have been glad if I could 
have received some eubstantial aid from the 
Government. 

Wo are prepared to teach in the School 
the higher subjeots of Greek and Latin, as 
well as advanced mathematics, Attendance 
at the Sch.ol for Chinese is optional. In- 
atruction is given in that language from 2 
to 4 p.m. daily (except Saturdays). I have 
engaged for my Ohinese master a teacher 
recommended -by the Acting Inspector of

S. Minister to China, has resigned, or is 
about to do so; and the report is probably 
well-founded, Ho must have boon con- 
vinced by the procuedings of tho last Con- 
gross that a fuir and impartial hearing of 
the charges againat him is out of the 
question, and, as it is pretty “Wl under. 
stood that tho prosocution of these charges 
is to be resumed at tho noxt session, and ag 
it is almost certain that he will be con. | 
-dcuncd by. a strict party votg, regardless 
of the merits of tho cago, it is only nataral 
that he wishes to put on ond to the 
struggle by resigning his office, It is 
disgraceful tha: a matter of such impor. 

1s a8 atin “question cannot be 
impartially heard ‘aud decided on -ita 
merits; but such seems to bo the case, aud 
one must submit to the inovitable. Of 
some of the charges against Mr. Seward 
we know nothing ; but if the statemonts of 
genticmen, of different nativities, who ara 
well acquuinted with the facts, canbe ° 
trusted, somo of the principal charges -ara° 
ridiculous, For instance, his connoction 
with the Woosung Railroad is made the 
basia of. one charge. . This enterprise waa 
instituted by Americans, though it even. 
tually became English, and Mr. Seward 
naturally and properly assisted the negotia. 
tions for the purchase of the roadway,® It 
is possible that he, like many others, 
-pought-land-near—the-road;-buat“ thatthe 
undertaking was mercly a: land-jobbing 
operation, no one familiar with thé facta 
will believe. Tho road in question was, of 
itself, of no importanco, being only nino or 
ten miles in length, and ending nowhere ; 
but it was supposed that the Chineso, when 
they should have scon the road in opera- 
tion, would appreciate its value, and grant 
permission to extend it to Soo. Chow, and 
that it would lead to the construction of 
many other railroads, The fedling ‘of the 
whole foreign population of Shanghni, of 
all nationalities, was strongly in favor of 
the road; and it must have surprised them 
to learn that Mr. Sewurd had, by aiding 
them in the mattor, incurred the censure 
of his Government. Another count in the 
indictment is that, by an arrangement, with 
the United States: Marshal, Mr. Seward 
paid him a fixed salary and retained the 
fees.of the office. This is undoubtedly 
true, but the fees were retained to pay the 
necessary expenses of the Consulate, and 
Mr. Seward made no secret of what he wag 
doing. Whon ho went to’ Shanghai’ he 
found that he must pay, for very ordinary 
Consular offices, a much higher rent. than 
the Government allowed, and’ that’ hia 
clerical force was uttorly insufficient. Un 
der theso circumstances he’ resorted to tha 
above-mentioned arrangement. with the - 
Marshal, aa a temporary expedient, and at’ 
once informed the Dopartment of what he 
had dono, and that, unless the allowance 
for the Consulate dould be incressed, he 
must tender his resignation. -The ‘rep! 
was that his arrangoment with the Marshal 
was irregular, but that he must keep ‘the. 
Consulate going somehow, and he. con. 
tinued “to keep it going in tho manner 
above-mentioned. That Me, -Saward's 
action. in this matter was irregular ig - 
evident ; but the idea of making it. the. 
‘basis of a gust criminal charge, must hava 
originated in either malice. or self-interest, 
The other charges. we shall not attempt ta - 
deal with; but enough appears in what wa- 
have already written to show tho animus 
of the prosecution, and to raise the pra. 
sumption that the other charges- are es 
groundless as the two .undcr discussion, 
Mr Seward, 58 Consul, Consul General and 
Minister, appears to-have been highly rex 
spected by the whole foreign population of 
Shanghai and Peking; but he has probably 
found, asso many others have done, that 
everything’ mus@¥yvo way to the. exigencies 
of party politiéa—San Brancisso News 
iT : :
